The forecast of clear, cold weather 
gave promise that most blocked 
roads would be cleared by night. 
28-in ch Fall 
A severe windstorm on the Gulf 
of Mexico brought deaths to ten 
members of an overturned fishing 
boat and the same fate was feared 
for 20 others on two other missing 
boats.
